May Not File 

This added credence to 
ports in political circles t 
Landolt will not seek re-election 
this year against H. Jack 
Frandsen of Alhambra who al- 
ready has filed as a candidate 
for the county board post in 
District 3. The district is made 
up of Hamel, Alhambra, New 
Douglas, Olive, Moro and 
Omphgent: townships under the 
redistricting schedule. Frand- 
ea, who was beaten by Landolt 
in the 1968 township election by 
only 12 votes, filed as a 
Democrat. 

Political observers report that 
Landolt will not seek re-election 
this year in an understanding 
with Nelson Hagnaer, Granite 
City township supervisor, that 
Landolt will throw his political 
support to Hagnauer for ele 
tion as chairman of the new 
County board of supervisors 
when the election is over 

If Hagnauer gains the chair 
manship, the reports say, Hag.

Yet on Personal 
Property Tax Law

Springfield — ‘The fall session 
of the General’ Assembly . is 
moving along and up to now no 
major breakthrough has been 
made on what appears to be 
the entangled personal property 
tax. 

Undoubtedly this is the sub- 
ject closest to the heart of all 
taxpayers in Illinois. 

Thinking that the personal 
property tax was abolished 
through a referendum vote last 
November, the taxpayer got a 
big surprise this past summer, 
when the Illinois Supreme Court 
ruled that the election was in- 
valid and the personal property 
tax was still in effect. 

Of course, the summer ruling 
caused problems for county of- 
ficials. Many—thinking that the 
personal property tax was gone 
— had done little in this area 
Now they have had to beef up 
their tax program, 

The new constitution calls for 
eventual abolishment of per- 
sonal property taxes. 

The House Revenue Commit- 
tee has taken a group of inde- 
pendent proposals and shaped 
them into one measure. The 
committee members are hope- 
ful that the single proposal wil! 
meet-all recent court rulings 

For instance, the bill al- 
lows a $20,000 deduction — 
instead of an exception — 
on the assessed value of 
all property .of individuals 
and businesses. 

The proposal also tries 
to tie in with another bill 
which seeks some financial 
aid for local units of gov- 
ernment which will lose 
revenues because of the 
personal property taxes lost. 
Just’ how soon definite floor 

action is taken on this proposal 
isn’t. completely determined. 

Meanwhile, in the Senate, Re- 
publicans have tossed into the 
hopper a tax reform program 
designed to eliminate the per. 
sonal property tax without shift 
ing the revenue loss to local 
real estate taxpayers. 

The proposed tax program 
would abolish the personal 
property tax on two major 
classes, shift the tax on mobile 
homes and intagibles to other 
taxes, and provide a gradual 
phasing out of all other per- 
sonal property taxes. 

Sen. Thomas Lyons, D-Chi- 
cago, is pushing a bill which. 
would exempt personal proper- 
ty not used in the trade or 
business of the taxpayer or 
held by him for the production 
of income. 

By the tim ethe General As- 
sembly stops in mid-November, 
something tangible may have 
been completed on the personal 
property tax.

School Board May Make 
Administrative Study 


Proposals from two consulting 
firms to reorganize the admin- 
istrative structure of the Granite 
City School District were heard 
by the Board of Education Mon- 
day night. 

B. J. Davis, school superin- 
tendent, said the representa- 
tives of the two firms were in- 
vited to present proposals for 
reorganization of administrative 
positions and salary structures 
to better prepare the school 
district to cope with the “shape 
education will take in the 
future.” 

“I would like an outsider’s 
opinion on how we are doing 
and what we should be doing for 
the future,” Davis said. 

Dr. Stanton Leggett, head of 
Stanton Leggett and Associates, 
Inc., Chicago, and Dr. Kenneth 
W. Humphries and Wilbur K. 
Williams of the Engelhardt and 
Engelhardt, Inc., educational 
consultant firm in New York, 
spoke to the board on the rela- 
tive merits of the two proposed 
studies. 


Both studies plan to utilize 
extensive interviewing of princi- 
pals, administrators and school 
board members to determine 
how they -feel about their roles 
in the educational process. 


The results of the interviews 
and questionnaires will be com- 
bined with results of on-the-job 
observations and studies of com- 
parable school districts to de- 
termine the effectiveness of the 
present systems and_ pinpoint 
its failures. 

Drawing from the collected 
data, educational consultants 
prepare new job descriptions 
for each administrator, defining 
specific duties and eliminating 
those present duties which best: 
could be handled by a clerk or 
other employe. 

From the, job description, sal- 
ary ranges’ will be suggested 
for each position. 

Copies of the two proposals 
wer egiven to board members 
to study. Action on hiring either 
firm was deferred.

Venice Awards 
Contract to 
Clean Sewers 


The Venice City Council Tues-

Nichols, operator of Nichols 
Net and Twine Co., has offered 
to donate the land for the state 
building as an alternative to a 
proposed site in downtown East 
St. Louis.

The Venice council agreed 
that the Nichols tract, because 
of its location, is convenient to 
the greatest number of persons 
and has environmental advan- 
tages such as open spaces, 
available parking and highway 
approaches that serve the 
downtown*area, 

Copies of the resolution, en- 
dorsing the Nichols site, are 
being forwarded to Governor 
Ogilvie, the Illinois Building 
Authority and members of the 
General Assembly serving the 
City of Venice.

Work Under Way on 
Treatment Financing 


Mayor Donald Partney is 
working on a financing program 
for the Granite City secondary 
sewage treatment program that 
cannot be disclosed at this 
time, city council members 
were told in regular meeting 
Monday night. 

“If just one person spoke a 
few words around, it could 
really spill the beans," Alder- 
man Walter Nonn remarked in 
advising the aldermen that “the 
less that is said about the pollu- 
tion plant until its all worked 
out the better it will be.” 

In referring to the pollution 
plant, Nonn was speaking of the 
city’s proposed secondary sew- 
age treatment facility which, 
under a mandate of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, must be built and in opera- 
tion not later than Dec. 31, 
1 Engineers have estimated 
the cost at $15.3 million 

Although Nonn suggested that 
“the city should be given a 
chance ‘to work things out” 
without too much public dis- 
cussion of the’ procedure in- 
volved, the council discussed 
the problem for about 15 min- 
utes, Neither the mayor nor 
other council members ap- 
peared reluctant to talk about 
the program and its financial 
problems. 

Alderman Clyde Boyd asked 
when the council members 
might expect “some kind of a 
report on what is going on con- 
cerning finances and other 
problems _ pertaining the 
project.” 

“We have a plan,” Nonn an- 
swere going to be nip 
nd tuck.” He did not explain 
further, 

Mayor Partney told the coun- 
cil he had been misquoted in 
an article Monday concerning 
his plan to seek financial help 
from coumty sponsors of a 
township program to hook 
township sewers into Granite 
City treatment facilities. 

The mayor explained that he 
did not expect advance finan- 
cial aid from the townships for 
both primary and secondary 
treatment, but hoped that the 
townships could proceed with a 
plan to build an interceptor 
sewer system as soon as possi- 
ble for use of the city's present 
primary treatment plant ‘‘and 
follow up with secondary treat 
ment later. 

In this way, the mayor 
explained, the city could 
expect earlier assistance in 
the form of financial pay- 
ment from the townships 
for treatment of township 
sewage, thus aiding the 
city in its development of 
the second: treatment 
system, 


Mayor Payiney did not have 
the same reluctance as Alder- 
man Nonn in discussing steps 
which may solve critical finan- 
cial problems now confronting 
the city in full development of 
plans for the secondary treat- 
ment plant, which is halted at 
the moment by lack of funds 
for engineering fees 

The city has completed pre- 
liminary plans and reports 
which ‘have been filed with 
state and federal agencies, but 
needs an additional $400,000 for 
finalizing detailed plans and 
specifications and the accom- 
panying supervision and in- 
spection work during construc- 
tion 

The mayor said after the 
meeting that Nonn’s mention of 
a financing program apparent- 
ly was in reference to a plan 
for officials to meet this week 
with representatives of a bond- 
ing firm to discu procedure 
of a bond issue which will be 
necessary to finance the city’s 
share of the $15.3 million sec- 
ondary treatment program. The 
city's share is based on the 
presumption that the city will 
receive 50% of the cost in fed- 
eral grants and 30% in state 
grants. 

The city proposes also to 
build interceptor sewer lines 
that would connect with sewers 
to be built under a township 
sewer program in Venice, Nam- 
eoki and Chouteau Townships. 

The township plan, sponsored 
by Madison County, would pay 
Granite City rental fees for 
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treatment, eliminating the ne- 
cessity of building a separate 
treatment plant for use by the 
townships, 

The townships also want to 
build the interceptors, but have 
agreed with Granite City that 
if its plans are approved by the 
government agencies, the town- 
ship group will “go along” with 
city interceptor construction 
and tie in with those intercep- 
tors. 

The preliminary plans pre- 
pared for the city by the M-W 
Engineering firm of St. Louis 
includes interceptor construc: 
tion by the city. 

Mayor Partney said that “if 
we can get the interceptors in 
first, then we can begin getting 
fees’ (from . township sewer 
users) and help the financial 
picture.” 

The city presently expects to 
issue revenue bonds amounting 
to about $2.2 mililon to finance 
its share of the program, since 
it is unable to obtain advance 
grants under the state and fed- 
eral anti-pollution program,

Additional Cost Bid 

The bids also included individ- 
ual prices per cubic yard of fill 

er the 42,000 cubic yards 
which architects estimate will 
be necessary 

Prices quoted include the 
hauling of topsoil from other 
sites, the moving of topsoil from 
another part of the site, and the 
moving of fill from a pit on the 
site. 

Tully A. Heubner, director of 
buildings and grounds for the 
school district, and architects 
Henry Gabriel and Sylvester 
Dulgeroff, met in a private ses- 
sion to discuss the bids before 
recommending to the board 
that Modern Asphalt be award- 
ed the contract, subject to the 
inspection. 

Architects previously suggest- 
ed the bid for filling the site be 
awarded separately at this 
time rather than including the 
work in the general construc- 
tion contract for the school 
building. “I believe you (the 
board) can save two to three 
months by bidding now, weath 
er permitting,” Gabriel com- 
mented. 

To Make Soil Tests 

The board also chose the firm

Jay G. Philpott, district direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice for Central and Southern 
Illinois. 

As announced by the Cost of 
Living Council, the regulations 
which made the 90-day program 
a “freeze” will be modified to 
make the system more effec- 
tive. 

This means, Philpott said, 
that the present freeze rules on 
wages, prices and rents will 
only be changed by the intro- 
duction of new  regulations— 
thus

ones had been instituted. 

Phitpott noted that, as stated 
in the President’s Executive 
Order of Oct. 15, the provisions 
of the Economic Stabilization 
Program which have been in 
force since Aug. 15 will con- 
tinue until they are specifically 
modified by the Pay Board, 
Price Commission or Cost of 
Living Council. 

Changes will occur only 
through explicit action taken by 
competent authority. It is an- 
ticipated that i 
tions to the freeze rules will be 
announced prior to Nov. 13. 


Hearing on Pollution 
Permits Here Tuesday 


A hearing on new rules for 
granting air pollution permits 
will be held at 10 a.m. Tuesday 
on the third floor of Granite 
City Hall. 

The hearing, conducted by an 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy hearing examiner, will be 
held to obtain responses to 
proposed new EPA regulations 
requiring all operating equip- 
ment and practices which pro- 
duces air pollution be operated 
under state permits. Formerly 
permits were required only for 
new and proposed equipment. 

Only two hearings will be 
held in the state, the one here 
and one in Chicago, Thursday, 
Nov. 11. Representatives of in- 
dustry from throughout South- 
ern Illinois are expected to at- 
tend to oppose the stronger 
regulations.

Deadline Draws Closer for 
Mailing Parcels Overseas 


The faint tinkle of jingle bells 
can be detected as many Quad- 
City families prepare to mail 
Christmas packages and greet- 
ing cards to servicemen over- 
seas. Deadline for sending 
packages to Armed Forces per- 
sonnel abroad, via regular sur- 
face mail, is tomorrow, and for 
greeting cards, Nov. 15. 

Parcels marked PAL (Parcel 
Air Lift) go at the regular par- 
cel post rate to the United 
States port city plus a flat 
charge of $1 for air service to 
the overseas base. The final 
date to mail PAL parcels, not 
to exceed 30 pounds, is Nov. 26. 

SAM (space available mail) 
packages go at the regular 
parcel post rate to the U. S. 
port city and then are airlifted 
overseas on a space available 
basis. Maximum limit for SAM 
parcels is five pounds and the 
deadline for such packages is 
Nov. 19. 

Packaging Details Later 

Packages of two pounds or 
less may be mailed air parcel 
post at regular airmail rates 
up to Dec. 10.

Whitsell, supervisor of Name- 
oki Township. 

All agreed that the townships 
might save considerable time in 
proceeding now with develop- 
ment of alternative plans—one 
calling for construction of the 
interceptor lines by the town- 
ships, and another calling only 
for construction of the township 
sewers that would connect with 
interceptors built by Granite 
City. 

Both plans would be sub- 
mitted to SIMAPC and to the 
Gateway Council as soon as 
possible in a bid for early ap- 
proval so that the townships 
would be prepared for for the 
program eventually approved 
for Granite City by state and 
federal anti-pollution agencies. 

No estimates of cost were 
given in either program. 

Juneau told the supervisors 

“rough cost projections” on 

both programs should be 

completed within a month. 
He said completed re- 
ports for presentation to 

SIMAPC and the Gateway 

Council should be ready 

about the first of the year. 

As the township officials met 
yesterday, they were confronted 
with this situation 

Granite City is under orders 
of state and federal EPA 
agencies to develop secondary 
treatment facilities by a dead- 
line date of Dec. 31, 1973. 

As a result, the city plans to 
build such facilities under a 
program for which preliminary 
planning already has been 
done by the M-W engineering 
firm at a cost of $102,000 thus 
far. 

Madison County, at the same 
time, is sponsoring its first 
area-wide sewer development 
program in Venice, Nameoki, 
Chouteau and Granite City 
Townships to provide sewerage 
to Venice, Nameoki and Chou- 
teau Township residents in a 
plans that calls for serving 
Venice, Nameoki and Chouteau 
township residents with sewage 
treatment purchased from 
Granite City in a rental fee 
program 

Granite City Township would 
not actively pa ate because 
the township is the same are: 
as the city, which already has 
sanitary. service. 

In developing its preliminary 
plans, Granite City officials in- 
sisted the city build the inter- 
ceptor lines to serve the town- 
ships. 

The township officials sug- 
gested they build the intercep- 
tors under a plan which they 
thought would be more practi- 
cal and cheaper, but agreed to 
abide by the city’s wishes since 
the city was to provide the 
treatment service. 

In an agreement reached be- 
tween Leon Scroggi city at 
torney, and William Schooley, 
representing the townships, the 
township group agreed to pay 
20%, of the city’s interceptor 
construction cost if the city 
built the interceptors. 

Granite City, after paying the 
$102,000 for engineering work 
on the preliminary planning 
phase, has instructed its engi- 
neers to delay any further ac 
tion until it can determine the 
source of the remaining $400,000 
which the M-W firm says will 
be necessary for detailed plan- 
ning, 

Pointing to this delay, Sparks 
said in yesterday’s meeting that 
“we might be waiting ten 
years for Granite City to fin- 
ish the job.”” . 

He said that the townships 
“want sewer service and want 
it as soon as possible. I can’t 
see any point in just waiting 
until Granite City gets its plans 
approved. Why can’t we get our 
plans into SIMAPC and the 
Gateway Council, get them ap- 
proved and then be ready for 
whatever happens?” 

The supervisors agreed they 
would not be violating their 
agreement with Granite City in 
such action, but said they be- 
lieved they would be expediting 
their own program by getting 
early approval of their plans so 
that they couid tie in with 
Granite City's primary  treat- 
ment service without waiting 
for completion of the city’s 
secondary facilities. 

Juneau told the supervisors 
that “we are willing to go 
whichever way Granite City 
wants to go and for which they 
can get approval.” 

Juneau said he had prepared 
plans for cither eventuality 


One set of plans provides for 
construction of the interceptors 
to connect with Granite City’s 
sewage treatment plant—in the 
event Granite City decides that 
the townships may construct 
the interceptors—while the oth- 
er set of plans provides for the 
township system to connect 
with interceptors at the city's 
boundary if the city builds the 
interceptor lines. 

Juneau told the super- 
visors that “the matter of 
sewers is very important to 
this area. We can’t develop 
until we can provide sew- 
ers, The area will grow and 
grow fast once we get sew- 
er service.”

54 Venice Teachers to 
Refund Pay Rate Hikes 


Increased salary rates paid 
Venice teachers since the 1971- 
72 school year began .Aug. 27 
will be deducted from the’ next 
five bi-weekly pay checks, the 
Venice Board of Education de- 
cided at a special meeting Mon- 
day night. 

Repayments vary from $96.50, 
at the lowest level of the salary 
schedule, to a maximum of 
$327.50, Supt. of School John O. 
Pier, explained. 

So far as can be determined 
at the present time, a total of 
54 Venice teachers and admin- 
istrative personnel are affect- 
ed by the board’s new decision 
the administrator said. 

Scheduled pay hikes, amount- 

to a $500-across-the-board 
raise for the district’s teachers, 
were granted by the Venice 
board in September under terms 
of a two-year cont which 
runs through the 197. school 
year, despite the Federal Wage- 
Price Freeze. 

An opinion opposing the 
board’s action given by School 
Attorney Lawrence T. Hart- 
man at the October session 
caused the board to reverse its 
decision, but method of repay- 
ment was undetermined until, 


this week's special session. 
Act to Adjust Salaries 

Immediate action was taken 
by the board after an Internal 
Reventie Service representativ 
visited Venice school officials 
last week.

More Hours of 
Darkness; More 
Pedestrians Die 


Nineteen of the 129 persons 
Killed in traffic accidents in 
Illinois during the first half of 
October were pedestrians, Pub- 
lic Works Director William F 
Cellini has noted. 

Cellini said the 129 fatalities 
represented a sharp 17% in- 
crease over the 110 traffic 
deaths in the same time period 
last year and 3% over the 125 
in 1969. 

As the number. of hours of 
daylight gradually shorten with 
the approach of winter, pedes: 
trian traffic fatalities tend to 
increase,” Cellini said. “It be- 
comes more difficult for mo- 
torists to see people in time: to 
avoid accidents.” 


Cellini said pedestrians should 
use caution in crossing streets 
and highways and that they 
should wear lighter colored 
clothing or carry something 
white or bright so that they will 
be more easily seen by motor- 
ists. 

City ordinances and police 
regulations generally regulate 
the rights and privileges of the 
urban pedestrian. He cautioned 
against walking on main rural 

hways at any time, especial 
ly at night. 

“Pedestrians are urged not to 
make sudden changes in their 

that will confuse the 

Re- 
main alert and observant of all

Twenty-four fatalities oc- 
curred in Cook County, ten in 
LaSalle County, nine in Lake 
County, five in DuPage Coun- 
ty, and four each in Kane, Ma- 
con, Union, Warren and Wil- 
liamson Counties. Madison 
County had three fatalities. 
Two Saturdays and two Sun- 
days during the 15-day period 
accounted for 50 traffic deaths, 
or 39%, 
The 1971 provisional death 
toll, which stands at 1,857, rep- 
resents an increase of 5% over 
the 1,777 traffic deaths reported 
in 1970 and a decrease of 8% 
from the 2,008 deaths reported 
in the same period during 1969.

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More Regional 
Centers Treating 
Critical Injuries

Springfield — Progress ‘‘could 
not be better’ in setting up a 
statewide system of trauma 
centers for treating the critic- 
ally injured, according to the 
surgeon in charge of the pro- 
gram. 

In barely four months, eight 
regional trauma centers 
throughout the state have been 
designated and six of them are 
already operational, having ad- 
mitted 2,000 patients in. that 
time, says Dr. David R. Boyd 
He is chief of the division of 
emergency medical services and 
highway safety in the state de- 
partment of public health. 

A new computerized system | 
of record keeping, Dr. Boyd) 
said, indicates that the’ mortal- | 
ity rate in trauma cases in Illi- 
nois is now 2.20%, the same rate 
being achieved in Vietnam field 
casualties, a figure usually held 
as a goal for civilian treatment 
of wounds and injuries. 

Already operational in the 
overall regional trauma pro- 
gram are centers at St. John’s 
Hospital in Springfield; Doctor's 
Memorial Hospital in Carbon- 

yola. University Hospi- 

Maywood; Cook County 

spital in Chicago; Evanston 

Hospital in Evanston and St 
Francis Hospital in Peoria. 

Expected to be in operation 
this month are centers at St 
Anthony's Hospital in Rock- 
ford and Burnham City Hospital 
at Champaign 

Phase 1 of the statewide 
trauma center program will be 
completed when Children’s 
Memorial Hospital in Chicago 
and the University of Chicago 
Hospital are brought into the 
program. 

Once the regional trau- 
ma centers, all related to 
university health education 
centers, are activated, the 
next step will be establish- 
ment of areawide truama 
centers, more than half of 
which are expected to be 
designated by early next 
spring, Dr. Boyd said. Lim- 
ited local operations will be 
the final step. 

Establishment of the trauma 
center program is being jointly 
financed by a $600,000 grant 
from the U. S. department of 
transportation, matched by a 
$600,000 grant from the state. | 

One of the chief aspects of 
the program, Dr. Boyd said, in- 
volves making better use of 
existing facilities and equip 
ment, rather than adding ex 
pensive new facilities. 

By the consolidating of serv- 
ices and personnel, the patient 
will benefit by receiving more 
rapid, expert’ treatment for his 
injurie; 

Also, hospitals which have | 
been maintaining expensive but 
somewhat non-effective emer: 
gency room services will bene- | 
fit. by being able to reduce emer- 
by save money. And the staffs 
will benefit by having bi 
more frequent experience with 
trauma cases, Dr. Boyd said.

Simon, Howlett Top Ogilvie in Farm Poll: ' 


Democrat Lt. Gov. Paul 
Simon is the choice of Illinois 
farmers for governor, accord- 
ing to a personal interview poll 
conducted by Prairie Farmer 
magazine. Of the farmers 
polled, 38.4% were for Simon, 
21.7% were for Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie and 39.9% were un- 
decided, 


“It is axiomatic that if a Re- 
publican candidate for governor 
does not have substantial sup- 
port in rural Illinois he in 
serious trouble. The record 
shows that it is almost impos- 
sible for a Republican to win 
state office without downstate 
support,”’ a spokesman said. 

The farm vote is traditionally 
more Republican than the non- 
farm vote, although it cannot 
be depended upon to support 
the Republican candidate.

Suit Filed to Challenge 
Non-Public School Aid 


A suit was filed Monday in 
federal district court in Spring- 
field by the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union, Illinois Division, 
and the American Jewish Con- 
gress, on behalf of PEARL, the 
Chicago Urban League and An- 
drea Knight, Clydia Coen, Ivan 
R. Levin and Philip Smith, indi- 
viduals from various parts of 
Mlinois, challenging the consti- 
tutional validity of the “parochi- 
aid” bills signed into law Oct. 28 
by the Governor. 

The suit seeks to enjoin Mi- 
chael J. Bakalis, superintendent 
of public instruction, Allan Dix- 
on, treasurer, and Michael J. 
Howlett, auditor of public ac- 
counts,’ from paying monies 
from the state treasury as pro- 
vided by the bills on grounds 
that they unconstitutionally 
breach the wall of separation 
between church and state. 

The bills grant $30 million in 
state funds to provide textbooks 
and “auxiliary” services to stu- 
dents in parochial schools. 

The, named individual plain- 
tiffs are parents of children in 
public schools who object to the 
use of the state’s taxing power 
to compel them to contribute to 
the propagation of religion and 
for the support of religious 
schools, 

List Plaintiff Groups 

Plaintiff organizations are 
PEARL (Public Education and 
Religious Liberty), a coalition of 
more than 40 religious and. edu- 
cational organizations, and the 
Chicago Urban League, an or- 

anization dedicated to non-dis- 

mination against blacks. 

If this legislation is allowed 
to become law, the important 
principle of separation of church 


and state will be destroyed. It NI 


is vital to a healthy democracy 
that the state not become entan- 
gled in the religious affairs of 
its citizens; yet, that is precise- 
ly what these bills require the 
state to do,” said Carl Lezak, 
executive director of the ACLU, 
Illinois Division. 


Peggy Norton, spokesman for 
PEARL, which includes among 
its members Roman Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish religious 
groups, as well as educational 
and civic organizations, pointed 
out, “We pay our taxes willing- 
ly, but no one pays taxes volun- 
tarily. 

“We should not be compelled 
to pay taxes to support religious 
schools, and, further, we are 
convinced that public education 
cannot survive if private and 
parochial schools receive public 
subsidy. Some of the religious 
organizations associated with 
PEARL are also concerned 
about the dilution of the reli- 
gious content of their parochial 

hools if public money is 
accepted.””

The pop world seems to re- 
volve around groups made up 
mainly of males, but there are 
a number of female groups 
making their presence felt of 
late. 

For example, put together 
three young ladies whose mu- 
tual love of gospel and rhythm 
and blues music has been the 
dominant force in their lives 
for the last 10 years and you 
have Labelle. 

Here’s a pyrotechnical vo- 
cal ensemble whose renais- 
sance in 1971 combines 
traces of their past life as 
Patti LaBelle and the Blue- 
belles with the music con- 
sciousness of today. 

Before looking at the new 
Labelle, let’s, drag out the old 
reliable time machine and trav- 
el back to 1961. 

The place is Philadelphia, a 
city that was famous at that 
time for Fabian, Frankie Ava- 
lon, the Orlons, Bobby Rydell 
and Chubby Checker. 

While Frankie was singing 
about his “‘Dina’’ and Chubby 
was teaching the country to 
twist, Pati and Cindy Birdsong 
were in a group known as the 
Ordetts and Nona Hendryx and 
Sarah Dash were performing 
with the Dell Capris. 

Often playing the same clubs, 
the four girls became close 
friends and decided to get to- 
gether and form their own 
group, thereby giving birth to 
Patti LaBelle and the Blue- 
belles, 

The girls signed with New 
Town Records and soon record- 
ed “I Sold My Heart to the 
Junkman,” a song that quickly 
became an R&S classic and is 
remembered in many quarters 
for its incredibly high-pitched 
and sustained harmonies. 

The girls followed ‘Junkman” 
with a string of hits that in- 
cluded ‘You'll Never Walk 
Alone,” “Down the Aisle,” 
“Danny Boy" and “Over the 
Rainbow,” all of which helped 
them become one of the most 
popular and sought-after groups 
on the soul circuit. 

In the years that followed, 
Patti and. the Bluebelles played 
the legendary Apollo Theater 
in Harlem 20 times, a feat that 
earned them the title “Sweet- 
hearts of the Apollo.” 

It was at the Apollo that Kit 
Lambert of Track Records was 
first knocked out by Patti and 
began a long vigil, wating for 
the right time to sign them. 

The first big chance in 
the life of Patti's group oc- 
curred in 1967, when amidst 
all the sequins and chore- 
ography, Cindy traded in 
her Bluebelle wings to be- 
come a Supreme. Undaunt- 
ed by the loss, Patti, 
Nona and Sarah went about 
looking for a replacement. 

They auditioned hundreds 
of girls. However, after all 
was sung and done, the 
girls decided that they could 
make it as a trio. 

In 1970, came the secand and

hip, that they stormed the 

ck office with a recording 
contract. 

The girls signed, flew to 
California to cement the 
new relationship and, with 
the aid of producer Vicki 
Wickham, supervised — the 
mastering of their debut 
single. “Morning Much Bet- 
ter” - “Shades of Differ- 
ence” and their album, 
“Labelle.” 

Then back to performing 
went the girls, teaming up with 
The Who. 

Which was no easy task. 
playing before an audience that 
was primed for a powerful Eng: 
lish rock group. 

Well, Labelle not only enter 
tained the young folks, but 
bowled them’ over. 

Never ones to look back, 
Patti, Nona and Sarah now look 
to the future with an optimism 
that is and should be shared 
by all those who have either 
heard and-or seen the new Le: 
belle. 

It’s definitely a No. 1 group 
that should get in on and be 
heard from in the future 
whether it be live perform 
ances or on their well - done 
albums.

Modigliani was a most pre- 
cocious teenager. At 14, he 
calmly announced that he was 
going to quit school and study 
art. 

This alarmed his mother 
two reasons. 

First, he had been very 
with pleurisy three ycars be- 
fore and he was a very frail 
boy. 

Second, she did not think that 
art was a sound business ven- 
ture. 

Nevertheless, she believed he 
should be allowed to do his 
thing. So he did nothing but 
paint from sunup to sundown. 

The city of Livorno, Italy, 
where the Modiglianis lived, 
bustled with life. It had a naval 
academy, a well-stocked _ |i- 
brary, and a free port 

But it offered nothing to art- 
ists. It was one of the few 
cities in Italy that didn’t even 
have a museum 

Fortunately, however, there 
was one art studio that took 
pupils. Modigliani enrolled but 
soon found that it was much 
too conventional and antiquated 
for his taste. 

Unimaginative still lifes and 
tame portraits were all that 
was required of the students. 

This old-fashioned method 
bugged Modigliani. He 
wanted something more 
creative, more inspiring, 
more daring. 

Only 16, he was already 
familiar with the works of 
Baudelaire, D’Annunzio and 
Nietzsche. He was much 
more sophisticated than his 
pals.

Among the items the 
trainees are trained to use 
is a stun gun, which fires 
a half-pound “bean bag,” 
intended to discourage with- 
out seriously injuring riot- 
ers. 

The program will be off- 
ered 48 times in all over the 
two-year period, and is de- 
signed to train a maximum 
of 2,600 county, city and 
campus law enforcement 
officers. 

Total cost of the program is 
$858,777, of which $334,777 is 
provided by the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission, with 
the remaining $524,000 provided 
by the state department of law 
enforcement. 

All aspects of prevention, d 
tection and control of civil di: 
orders are covered in the pro- 
gram. 

A total of 35 state police are 
working on the program, 32 of 
them as members of eight-man 
teams and the “remaining in 
supervisory capacities. 

Representatives of the Na- 
tional Guard provide a_ brief 
program, lasting about an hour, 
during the classroom phase of 
the program, and representa- 
lives of local human relations 
commissions also sit in on the 
training. 

Only agencies which already 
have, or are developing, police- 
community relations programs 
are eligible to participate in the 
training program. 

Groups which satisfactorily 
complete the program are then 
eligible to seek fund grants 
from the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission to enable 
them to purchase equipment 
similar to that they have been 
trained in the program to use.

Gen. Catton Speaker 
At Mayors’ Meeting 


Common concerns of civilian 
communities and the military 
has prompted General Jack J. 
Catton to join the Southwestern 
Illinois Council of Mayors in 
encouraging honest communica- 
tion, integrity and patriotism as 
“fundamental to success of this 
nation.”” 

Speaking at a meeting of 55 
mayors and staff members at 
Scott Air Forcé Base, Gen. 
Catton, commander of Military 
Airlift Command, said many 
people don’t know that ‘the 
military doesn’t establish na- 
tional policy . . . our job is to 
serve the policy conceived by 
our civilian leadership.” 


The general spoke of the 
emerging national strategy to 
spend less for national defense 
and more towards solution of 
domestic problems, “Presently, 
the defense budget is at its low- 
est percentage in the past 20 
years,” he said. 

General Catton told the may- 
ors, “we share many things in 
common as leaders of large 
segments of the American peo- 
ple,” but he said, “we must 
also share a common confi- 
dence in this free country.” 

Calling MAC the “Military 
Airlift. Community,” the gen- 
eral cited common problems 
and challenges his “commu- 
nity” shares with the civilian 
population, including commu- 
ity improvement and social 
welfare obligations. 

The worldwide command has 
more than 85,000 people spread 
over 400 locations in 40 coun- 
tries, with headquarters at 
Scott, the meeting site of the 
mayors.

State Expense Accounts Limited to 13 for 
Motels, $4.50 for Dinners -- Gov. Ogilvie

“The best place for the tax- 
payer's dollar is in the tax- 
payer’s pocket.’” 

That statement by a commit- 
tee named by me to investi- 
gate some isolated abuses of 
state expense accounts sums up 
the basic difference between 
expenses in government and in 
private business. 

As the committee reported, 
the practices of business do 
not apply to government of- 
ficials. 

Entertainment and promotion- 
al expenses are a normal part 
of the cost of doing business 
for persons actually engaged 
in business. 

“The standard in gov- 
ernment is far more rig- 
orous,” the committee re- 
ported, “and expenses must 
be far more limited.” 

I agree, and since I serve as 
chairman of the Travel Control 
Board, I can and have put the 
lid on lavish or improper ex- 
pense accounts. 

In past years, favored em- 
ployes were permitted to list 
their homes as their head- 
quarters in defiance of the 
facts. 

Once this was done, the em- 
ployes then collected for their 
apartments and meals and 
other expenses when away from 
their “headquarters.” 

We stopped the practice, 
and in the one instance 
where it re-occurred, the 
employe promptly paid 
back all he’d billed — plus 
interest. 

We have one natural ally in 
our constant effort to keep ex- 
pense account abuses to the 
minimum — the news reporter 
who knows how to dig out the 
vouchers on which expenses 
are listed. 

He knows as does any 
sensitive public official — how 


strongly the public reacts to 
such discoveries. * 

It’s difficult at best to es- 
tablish in the news media the 
kinds of bureaucratic imefficien- 
cy or worse that waste the 
funds of a million-dollar federal 
grant program. 

But a lavish or improper 
expenditure is easily found, 
simple to prove, and quite 
comprehensible to most 
everyone. 

The Travel Control Board has 
set sharp limits on allowable 
expense while employes are 
actually away from their head- 
quarters cities. 

Breakfast expense is limited 
to $1.50, lunch to $2 and dinner 
to $4.50. 

Overnight hotel or motel ex- 
pense is limited to $13 outside 
the Chicago metropolitan area, 
where the limit is $16 a day. 

In the rare cases where a 
mileage allowance is approved, 
the limit is 10 cents a mile, 

The few recent incidents _in- 
volving expense account prac- 
tices prompted my appointment 
of the special committee, whose 
report I back strongly. 

A prevailing presumption, the 
committee reported, is that an 
expense not covered by travel 
regulations should be allowed 
if it relates to the work of the 
employe. 

“We feel this presumption 
should be reversed,” the 
committee reported. * 
“Directors should presume in- 

stead that any expense beyond 
the employe’s basic salary is 
unnecessary. Only when neces- 
sity can be demonstrated 
should the expense be allowed,” 

A cdse in point is the meal- 
time business conference which 
in one case was charged to 
the state. The committee re- 
ported: 

“Individuals who decide to 
conduct business in that man- 
ner can and should. pay for 
their own meals.” 


If an exceptional case can 


be shown, the limits of pay- 
ment per meal in the travel 
regulations will apply. 

Another instance involved 
the billing of the state for 
membership in a private 
club. The committee re- 
parted: 

ate employe feels the 
need to belong to a social club, 
he must pay for the member- 
ship himself.” 

The committee also reviewed 
the rare practice of ranking 
state officials who charge for 
giving speeches or writing 
articles. 

Henceforth, the committee 
recommended, all such fees 
received by any official who 
is subject to confirmation by 
the Senate shall be turned over 
to the state treasury. 

The regulation would not ap- 
ply, for example, to professors 
or lower-ranking officials who 
do additional work on their own 
time. 

But is would apply to an ex- 
ecutive “whose broad respon- 
sibilities make his time entirely 
the state’s.” 

All these regulations#— and 
our vigilance — are necessary 
in my judgement to reinforce 
the point that working for the 
taxpayers is different from 
working in private enterprise. 

I intend to enforce these 
regulations to the letter.

Book Analyzes State Legislatures 


THE SOMETIMES GOVERN- 
MENTS—A Critical Study of the 
50 American Legislatures by the 
Citizens Conference on State 
Legislatures; by John Burns; 
Bantam Books; 357 pages; $1.95.

Few institutions more directly 
affect the lives of the American 
people than the 50 state legisla- 
tures, 

Yet, perhaps less is known 
about how the state lawmakers 
function than the action of any 
other governmental agency. 

This book is an outline of the 
conclusions of the Citizens Con- 
ference on State Legislatures. 

It gives the grading of 50 leg- 
islatures as to function; ac- 
countability © to constituents; 
how well informed they may 
be; their independence, and 
whether they are representa- 
tive. 

For example, California over- 
all ranks No, 1 among effective 
legislatures; Alabama trails a 
distant 50th. A new state, Ha- 
waii,,has a relatively high sev- 
enth ranking. 

The text is hardly scintillat- 
ing, but it is provocative for 
anyone who wants to know more 
about the people who write the 
laws that control his daily life. 

In a foreword, John Gardner, 
chairman of Common Cause 
ind former U. S. secretary of 
commerce, is critical in gen- 


eral of the performance of state 
legislative bodies. But the 
blame does not rest on them 
alone. 

“The grave shortcomings of 
state legislatures as instru- 
ments of a responsive and hon- 
est government must be laid 
squarely at the door of the 
American citizen,”” he wrote. 

“.. , If the American 
people can be said to own 
their state legislatures in 
any sense, they most cer- 
tainly have been absentee 
landlords. 

“Few institutions in our na- 
tional life have been as consist- 
ently ignored and neglected by 
the average American.” 

The book has a brief but ex- 
cellent glossary to help the lay- 
man understand legislative ter- 
minology, and, the function of 
different groups within the 
structure of state government. 

Finally, the book contains 35 
recommendations for improving 
legislatures, at least one of 
which applies to any one state. 

The conclusion is that if all 
legislatures were to put such 
recommendations into practice 
within five or six years, new 
problems would arise that would 
make more reform necessary. 

The strong point is made 

that one thing is certain 

about state government; it 
is not static, because it re- 
flects the pace of every 

American in the 1970s. 


Environment Battles to Heat Up

WASHINGTON — A’ reporter 
isked Environmental Protection 
Agency Administrator William 
D, Ruckelshaus if he would use 
a recycled candle on the EPA’s 
first birthday cake. 


“Tt hasn't come to that yet,’’ 
said the bespectacled, energetic 
Ruckelshaus, going along with 
the attempt at humor. 

With his agency’s first anni- 
vetsary due in December, Ruck- 
elshaus hasn’t found too much 
to joke about over the last year. 

He has taken seriously the 
mandate given him by Presi- 
dent Nixon to get tough with 
polluters. 

But ‘he has been somewhat 
surprised at the resentments 
caused in both government and 
industry over his manner in 
getting on with the job. 

There is evidence that 
Ruckelshaus and his agency 
may be under even more 
fire during its second year, 
which just happens to fall in 
presidential election 1972. 

Democratic candidate Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie, who has 
praised the agency, sized up 
its current situation re- 
cently: 

“The Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency is in a hot 
spot, and it will get hotter 
rather than cooler.”” 


Several issues will poke into 
the limelight within the coming 
months that will test the EPA's 
abilities, 

Among them: 

—The DDT controversy. Ruck- 
elshaus must submit another 
opinion on whether to institute 
an immediate ban on sales of 
the pesticide DDT on grounds 
that it represents an imminent 
hazard to human health. 

Ruckelshaus thus far-has or- 
dered cancellation proceedings 
against the pesticide rather 
than calling for suspension. 

—Auto emissions flap. Begin- 
ning Jan, 1 auto manufacturers 
will be empowered to petition 
EPA for a one-year delay in the 
scheduled 1975 deadline for con- 
trol of carbon monoxide and hy- 
drocarbon emissions. 

A decision either way by 
Ruckelshaus on such an applica- 
tion is certain to ignite contro- 
versy, 

—Air pollution. By the 
spring of 1972 EPA will be 
required to accept or reject 
plans from all 50 states on 
how they plan to meet new 
national air quality stand- 
ards. 

Ruckelshaus has hinted 
that some areas may have 
to institute traffic restric- 
tions in order to. achieve the 
necessary reductions. 

In other words, Ruckelshaus

1771—With beginning of move- 
ment of population westward 
from the Atlantic coastal areas, 
Pittsburgh (formerly Fort Du- 
quesne, but renamed Pittsburgh 
in 1758 by British Gen. John 
Forbes, honoring William Pitt, 
recently became British prime 
minister) was the site of land 
office handling applications for 
the purchase of land in the area 
of western Pennsylvania, then 
claimed both by Virginia and 
Pennsylvania.

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Lewis Decision Not to Run Sets Stage for 
Party to Try to Make Ethics a Big Issue 


It was inevitable that Illinois Secretary of 
State John W. Lewis would announce his de- 
cision not to run for the office. 

The Republican ticket is trying to present 
a “‘squeaky clean’ image in order to gain maxi- 
mum impact from the charge of questionable 
practices which it is trying to lodge against the 
Democratic candidates yet to be chosen. 

The GOP strategy of “‘indicting’” the en- 
tire opposition party developed after the death 
of Secretary of State Paul Powell and the find- 
ing of a hoard of money in shoeboxes. 

When Lewis, state agriculture director and 
a former legislator, was appointed to the Powell 
vacancy, the transition moved that key office 
from one party to the other and gave a big 
boost to the list of patronage positions which 
could be filled with Republicans rather than 
Democrats. 

It was a big tactical break for the GOP 
and an advantage that the Republicans clearly 
do not want to give up. Despite all current pro- 
testations to the contrary, there wasn't much 
doubt that Mr. Lewis had been selected for his 
vote-getting as well as administrative abilities 

What tipped the scales with dramatic sud- 
denness was the disclosure that Mr. Lewis was 
among those public officials who shared in the 
bonanza of horse race track property ownership 
at a time when the opportunity to buy such 
stock was made available to only a sharply lim- 
ited list of influential people. 

The tracks then and now are regulated in 
numerous ways by the various levels of govern- 
ment, and it has become clear that they wanted 
and got a close alliance with many of those who 
had substantial political and legislative power. 

The fact that Mr. Lewis, a ‘Republican, 
was among those on once-secret ownership lists 
will not be totally forgotten by vote But by 
making sure he will not be on the 1972 ticket, 
the GOP hopes to minimize the negative aspects 
of the issue and turn it agai the Democrats, 
who had quite a few on the race track lists them 
selves. 

State Rep. Clyde Choate (D), who has a 
similar problem to that of Mr. Lewis and was 
for many years an associate and protege of Mr. 
Powell, apparently is going to ignore the issue 
or try to confuse it with a lot of razzle-dazzle 
action, 

In fact, it is Rep. Choate who is getting 
most of the credit or blame for toughening pres 
ent state ethics legislation to such a degree that 
it may have little chance of ultimate enactment 
notwithstanding the favorable House vote on 
Tuesday. The word is that, if passed by the 
Senate, it will face rough sledding in a House 
Senate conference committee.

Davis, 


Rainfall Continues 
Below Normal Trend 


Rainfall in the Quad-City 
area totaled only 11 inches, or 
1.75 inches below normal for 
the month, according to records 
at the Chain of Rocks Canal.

Accidents, Injuries 
Lowest Since 1963 


Clear fall weather may have 
been partially responsible for 
the low number of traffic acci- 
dents reported in the Quad-

“800 is spent strictly on the 
Army’s welfare work — the 
budget for the citadel and its 
activities is completely sepa- 
rate. The Salvation Army gath- 
ers broad community support 
through its board of directors 
composed of civic-minded busi- 
nessmen. 

The Salvation Army, now 106 
years old, was founded by ex- 
Methodist minister’ William 
Booth, a skid row preacher in 
London. As the men on skid 
row came to faith, Booth told 
them to return to their home 
churches. The fancy churches 
looked down on their former 
members, and the rejected ones 
returned to Booth who started 
a mission church on their be- 
half. 

As the mission 
church father forced Booth 
out of skid row. With the en- 
couragement of his wife Booth 
started the Volunteer Army, 
but when his son claimed he 
was not a volunteer but a reg- 
ular, Booth changed the name 
to the Salvation Army. 

The Salvation Army start 
as a Gaspel center, but Booth 
saw the need for food and cloth- 
ing before people heard the 
Gospel message, and soon the 
Army was tagged “soap, soup, 
and salvation.” Captain Kerley 
emphasized that there 
force to join the congre, 
just because you have received 
the soap and soup.

The Salvation Army has 
plans for a new $275,000 brick 
structure, ‘‘We're not second- 
rate, an dour buildings should 
not be either,” said Captain 
Kerley.
